Many Young Navy Dept. Officers to Go to Sea 


Work of every able-bodied young Naval 
officer in the Navy Department will be im- 
mediately studied, and each officer who 
can be replaced by an older officer or a 
retired. officer will be sent to combat duty 
with fleet units, Secretary of the Navy 
Knox promised members of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee this week after 
conferring with them on reports that large 
numbers of young men of draft ages have 
been given commissions in the Naval In- 
telligence, Supply Corps, Judge Advocate 
General’s and other non-combat offices. 

Mr. Knox was one of many high-rank- 
ing officers to be called before secret meet- 
ings of the committee this week to testify 
on the condition and needs of the Navy 
and to advise committee members on 
things required to be done by both the 
Navy and the Congress to insure victory 
in war as soon as possible. Among those 
who testified before the committee were 
Rear Adm. John Towers, chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics; Admiral Harold 
R. Stark, chief of Naval Operations; 
Rear Adm. Ben Moreell, chief of the 
Bureau of Yards and Docks, and Maj. 
Gen. Thomas Holcomb, commandant of 
the Marine Corps. 

Earlier in the week a warning that an 
investigation may be made of appoint- 
ments in the Reserves of men who seek 
such appointments to avoid combat duty 
under the selective service act was served 





Pay Bill Action Still Delayed 


Another week has passed without Bud- 
get Bureau action on the interdepart- 
mental pay bill, 8. 2025, although Senator 
Edwin C. Johnson, of Colorado, sponsor 
of the bill, on Monday stated that he had 
talked directly with Bureau Director 
Smith and had been promised a report on 
the bill “within two days.” 

As of Thursday, no recommendations on 
the bill had been forthcoming, and Sena- 
tor Johnson still was unwilling to set 
a definite date for hearings by his sub- 
committee. Mr. Johnson this week stated 
that he was still hopeful of hearing from 
the Budget within the near future. 

A favorable report from the budget 
would probably gain added support for 
the measure since the budget speaks for 
the President, but on the other hand, an 
adverse recommendation would not 
necessarily spell doom for the bill. 

Another supporter of the measure went 
on the record this week. He is Repre- 
sentative Clason, of Mass., member of the 
Ilouse Military Affairs Committee, and a 
proponent of continuing enlistment allow- 
ances for Regular and equalizing pay of 
all components of the Army of the United 
States. 

Although S. 2025 goes further than his 
own recommendations, Mr. Clason de- 
clared that it “is a very good bill.” 





Marine Selection Boards 
The House this week passed and sent to 
the President legislation, 8. 1995, author- 
izing as many major generals of the 
Marine Corps as practicable to sit on the 
selection boards which consider Marine 
officers for promotion to major general. 


on the Senate this week by Chairman 
Walsh of the Naval Affairs Committee. 


Stating that he is preparing a pamphlet 
which will give information on commis- 
sions and enlistments which are available 
in the Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
juard, Senator Walsh said, “A great deal 
of pressure has been brought upon me, as 
I am sure it has upon all other Senators, 
to secure for appiicants certain kinds of 
commissions, particularly commissions in 
the intelligence unit and in the supply 
corps. I have found that opportunities for 
applicants in the intelligence unit are 
practically closed.” 

“The way men are getting into the na- 
val intelligence service has become almost 
a scandal, retorted Senator Connally, of 
Texas. 

“I have heard rumors,” said Mr. 
Walsh, “that there are or have been com- 
missions given in the intelligence unit 
through influence. Personally I do not 
know of any, but I do know that there 
have been commissions given and there 
are cases where waivers have been grant- 
ed. But to show to the Senator that I am 
in full accord with what he says, in the 
pamphlet is a statement by the Naval 
Affairs Committee that we are opposed to 
waivers; that in a democracy there ought 
not to be any waivers, except for the bene- 
fit of the country and not for the benefit 
of individuals.” 








Expand Officer Training Schools 


Since the outbreak of war the Army has 
greatly expanded its Officer Candidate 
Schools, the War Department announced 
this week. Under the present program 
90,000 candidates will be given the oppor- 
tunity to try out for a commission in one 
of these schools. Approximately 75,000 of- 
ficers are expected to be commissioned 
from this source during the current year. 

Warrant oflicers and enlisted men of the 
active Army who have achieved a rating 
of 110 in the General Classification test 
are eligible to apply for admission to an 
Officer Candidate School after a minimum 
basic training period, which at present is 
four months with a replacement training 
center, or if with a unit in the field, a 
total of six months’ service. 





Promote Marine Commandant 

Legislation 8. 2094, authorizing rank of 
lieutenant general for the Commandant of 
the Marine Corps and changing his title 
from “Major General Commandant of the 
Marine Corps” to “Commandant of the 
Marine Corps,” was passed by the House 
this week and sent to the President. 





Uniform Bill Up in House 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
will hold public hearings on Tuesday, 20 
Jan., on legislation to give a $150 uniform 
allowance to officers newly reporting for 
duty with the Army of the United States. 
The bill, S. 1891, was passed by the Senate 
last week. 

The committee at the same time will 
hold hearings on Representative Edith N. 
Rogers’ bill, H. R. 6293, setting up a 
voluntary women’s auxiliary corps in the 
Army. 





Air Corps Chief’s Office 
Is Reorganized by Army 


To meet the urgent and increasing de- 
mands of full-scale air combat operations 
called for by President Roosevelt in his 
annual message to Congress, a complete 
reorganization of the Office of the Chief 
of the Air Corps has been undertaken. 
Major features of the reorganization al- 
ready are in effect. 

The reorganization was undertaken to 
speed up procurement of warplanes, the 
training of pilots, bombardiers, naviga- 
tors, enlisted technicians and other avia- 
tion specialists required by modern war- 
fare, the delivery and maintenance of 
combat aircraft in theaters of operation, 
and to meet manifold other demands of 
war operations, 

The plan provides for closer coordina- 
tion within the Office of the Chief of the 
Air Corps and more effective cooperation 
with the Army Air Forces and the Air 
Force Combat Command, The reorgani- 
zation effects a re-grouping of the former 
divisions of the Ottice of the Chief of the 
Air Corps. 

The Office of the Chief of the Air Corps 
under the new set-up consists of the fol- 
lowing: 

1. The Chief of the Air Corps. 

2. The Executive Assistant to the Chief 
of the Air Corps and his assistants, The 
Executive Assistant will perform the gen- 
eral direction of and coordinate all func- 
tions of the Office of the Chief of the Air 
Corps. 

3. An Adjutant General who performs 
the normal duties of an adjutant general. 

4. An Inspector General, who will, in 
addition to the normal duties of an in- 
spector general, perform the duties for- 
merly charged to the Chief of the Inspec- 
tion Division, and such other functions as 
may be prescribed from time to time by 
the Chief of the Air Corps. 

5. A Judge Advocate General, who will 
perform the normal duties of a judge ad- 
vocate general, those functions which 
have been charged to the Chief of the 
Legal Division, and such other functions 
us may be prescribed from time to time 
by the Chief of the Air Corps. 

6. A Fiscal Officer, who will perform 
the duties charged to the Chief of the 
Fiscal Division and such other functions 
as may be prescribed. 

7. An Assistant for Procurement Ser- 
vices, who will perform the duties charged 
to the Chief of the Materiel Division and 
other functions which may be prescribed. 

8. An Assistant for Supply and Mainte- 
nance Services, who will perform the du- 
ties now charged to the Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Air Service Command, the 
Chief of the Buildings and Grounds Di- 
vision, the Chief of the Airplane Unit and 
the Chief of the Ammunition Unit of the 
Service Section of the Operations Divi- 
sion and such other functions as may be 
prescribed from time to time by the Chief 
of the Air Corps. 

9. An Assistant for Personnel and 
Training Services, who will perform the 
functions charged to the Chiefs of the 
Military Personne] Division, the Civilian 
Personnel Division, Training Division, the 
Medical Division (less those functions 
transferred to the Air Staff), the Intelli-

Ours is a hard future,” the Star continues, “in whig 


Speaking directly to the American Congress President Roosevelt, in his “state 
of the Nation” address, last week declared, “This country was never more deeply 


determined to face the solemn tasks before it.” 


To this expression on national spirit, 


newspaper editors throughout the country concurred. They, in their editorials, re- 
echoed the President’s momentous message and said: 

“Realistic, stripped of all false optimism, but fiercely inspiring,” the New York, 
N. Y. Mirror says, “was the President’s message to Congress on the ‘state of the nation.’ 
The President set specific rates of production increase in each field,” the Mirror points 
out, adding that “the important fact is. this: In the mind of a man who has always 
been ‘big navy,’ warships were not even mentioned in the four fields named for vastly 


expanded production.” 


Commenting on what has been referred to as the President’s “magic figures,” the 
New York, N. Y., Sun says, “To say that the United States means to produce 185,000 
planes, 120,000 tanks, 55,000 anti-aircraft guns and 18,000,000 tons of shipping in two 
years is to tell only part of the story. Expansion of aircraft production, for instance, 
means all around expansion, for more airplanes require more pilots, navigators, 
bombadiers, ground crews, hangars and other ground installations, bombs and 
machine guns, just as at the production end they requife more skilled workers, 
materials, machine tools and living accommodations for defense workers.” 

The Philadelphia, Pa., Bulletin says, “Victory is to be achieved by production ot 
weapons on a scale never before attempted. Production for ourselves, for our allies 
in the struggle, for those in the invaded nations who await the signal to rise against 


the oppressor. 


It is to be achieved by spending on a scale never before dreamed of in 


this country, by taxation that will reach heights heretofore deemed impossible of 


attainment.” 


The Washington, D. C., Star says, “It is well that the President, in his address 
to Congress on the state of the Union, made no attempt to soften the harsh outlines 


we have nothing to look forward to but work and more work, sacrifice and greate 
sacrifice. Truly it may be said that for the duration of this war an old way of living 


is dead.” 


Reiterating its opinion that Americans will lead a changed war-time life, the St, 


says, “The ease and the comforts that we have known will be enveloped and swey 
away in a prodigious national effort—the total effort that must go into the produetigy 
of 60,000 and then 125,000 planes, of a vast array of tanks, of thousands upon thousan¢ 
of guns, and of the ships needed to carry these tools of war to the four corners of th 
globe. If we propose to win this war,” the Star editorializes further, “if we inteng 
to take the offensive—as we must—and send American troops and American Warships 
to engage the enemy wherever it is feasible to attack him, then these instruments of 
of war must be produced.

Double U. S. Army 


Secretary of War Stimson announced 
this week that the War Department now 
has under way the general mobilization 
of military strength which involves the 
increase of personnel from 1,700,000 men 
to 3,600,000, more than double the number 
of Air Force combat units ; doubling of the 
number of armored units; addition of 32 
triangular and motorized divisions and a 
proportionate increase in the number of 
anti-aircraft, engineer and similar special 
units. 

The new expansion program also calls 
for 50 or more military police battalions 
to replace troops now guarding critical 
facilities in continental United States and 
a large increase in the number of men in 
training centers to provide replacements 
for all organized units and personnel for 
the additional units to be created in 1943. 

Citing an example of the speed of the 
Army's expansion, Stimson said that 
mobilization plans originally had provided 
for the first three new divisions to be set 
up within 160 days after the outbreak of 
war. 

“Judging by that, if M-Day was 7 Dec., 
the first three divisions will be created 
within 50 days.” This shows the progress 
that we are making, he said. From the 
Secretary’s statement it was evident that 
the expansion will be initiated about 15 
Murch when these first units will be acti- 
vated. 

“You can see from the picture that 
plans are already under way for very 
great enlargements of the Army,” he said. 
“But they are based upon the same bal- 
ance of requirements that we have fol- 
lowed in the past.” He added; “The Air 
Force will have a very large part in this 
program,” 

The new program envisages a large in- 
crease in the number of men to be trained 
in replacement training centers for new 
units which will be created in 1943, he 
said. He added that 90,000 enlisted men 
will be sent to officer candidate schools as 
nu part of the expansion program. 

Similarly, he called attention to a new 
program to make available an additional 
2,000,000 men for the Air Corps by lower- 
ing minimum enlistment ages to 18 years 
for aviation cadets, asking easing of re- 
strictions against training married fliers 
and otherwise stepping up the program. 
lor military reasons, he said, he pre- 
ferred not to be more specific in giving 
figures on increases in the Armored Force 
and Air Corps. 

Although the Secretary did not state so, 
it was believed that the 3,600,000 total 
strength of the Army referred only to en- 
listed men and officials of the War De- 
partment also were of this opinion. This 
being true, the actual 3,600,000 figure 
would in terms of total Army strength be 
increased by approximately 110,000—the 
number of officers in the Army—or a gen- 
eral top figure of 3,710,000 officers and 


men. 





The expansion program is getting under 
way at the earliest possible date, Mr. 
Stimson said. “This means,” he added, 
“that there will be some new construction 
of camps and housing facilities. He 
pointed out that nine cantonments for 30,- 
000 men each are now being built, and that 
steps will be taken to expand all training 
centers and posts to accommodate the big 
increase in personnel. 

In addition to the cantonment and post 
construction, he added that five temporary 
tent camps are to be erected. This he be- 
lieved would accommodate all troops re- 
maining in the continental United States 
because “some divisions may have been 
sent out of the continental United States 
thus vacating their quarters.” 

When asked if the ROTC would step up 
its training program in colleges he said: 
“If the boy is taking a four-year course 
but is only going to be there three years, 
we are providing a speed-up to conform to 
his regular studies. The ROTC courses 
have already been curtailed from four to 
three years because of the war. 





Gen. Lear Stresses Training 

In a restatement of his long-time and 
often expressed belief that “man is the 
master machine in war,” Lt. Gen, Ben 
Lear, commanding general, Second Army, 
in a letter to his commanding officers last 
week demanded “the development of the 
power of stamina so that the ultimate re- 
sources of human character may be drawn 
upon by bodies inured to hardship and 
prolonged endeavor against obstacles.” 

Emphasizing that there will be times 
when the enemy will be superior in num- 
bers and equipment and that the Ameri- 
can soldier must hold his ground or ad- 
vance in the face of this superiority, Gen- 
eral Lear told men of his command, “that 
is where spirit, character, training and 
the will to win come into play.” He 
praised General MacArthur for his re- 
sistance against this superiority. 

“Equipment does not fight,” the Second 
Army general said, “It is an instrument of 
men. Men are the essence of fighting. The 
heart, the courage and the blood of 
soldiers win wars.” “Equipment,” he 
added, ‘is not a substitute for character, 
spirit, dogged determination, dash, devel- 
opment of tactical skill and the will to 
close with the enemy and destroy him.”

The new Air Corps promotion bill, §S. 
9182, was reported favorably this week by 
the Senate Military Affairs Committee in 
the same form as introduced in Congress 
acept for addition of a provision that 
gmporarily promoted Air Corps officers 
may be assigned by competent authority 
command other Army units in their 
Air Corps rank. 

Text of the bill was printed in last 
geek’s ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL. 

The change made by committee mem- 
ers was to the last sentence of the bill 
ghich, as reported, reads: “No officer 
jolding temporary rank under the provi- 
dons of this act shall be eligible to com- 
pand outside the Air Corps, except by 
gpiority under his permanent commis- 
don, unless specifically so ordered by com- 
petent authority.” 

“The purpose of the proposed legisla- 
tion,” the committee told the Senate, “is 
provide a uniform system of promotion 
iy selection within the Army Air Forces 
ad thus enable the Army Air Corps to 
arry out its large expansion program in 
agsound and orderly manner, and without 
mdue discrimination against officers in 
the Army of the United States who are not 
apart of our expanded Army Air Forces, 

“Your committee believes that the pro- 
wsed legislation merely combines and 
dightly broadens existing statutes and 
that this will materially reduce the ad- 
ninistrative burden of the Army Air 
(orps in its expansion program. It is felt 
that the Congress, being ever mindful to 
gard against discrimination as between 
the components of our armed forces, 
should render every possible assistance to 
the War Department in its tremendous 
task of expansion.

The existing legislation referred to are 
the permanent promotion laws, the gen- 
al Army temporary promotion act and 
the Air Corps promotion act of 1936, all 
if which remain in effect. The latter pro- 
vides for temporary promotion of cap- 
tains, majors and lieutenant colonels of 
the Regular Army Air Corps only by 
senlority. 

Col, Oscar B. Abbott, GSC, testifying 
m the bill, told the committee that it may 
he hecessary to make majors of officers 
with perhaps only two years’ service. 

The bill applies not only to Regular 
Amy Air Corps and Air Reserve oflicers, 
but also to Regular Army, Reserve, Na- 
tional Guard and Army of the United 
States oflicers of any component assigned 
duty with any tactical unit, installa- 
lion or staff of the Air Corps.

Reduce Air Cadet Standards 

Revision of aviation cadet requirements 
for bombardiers, navigators and pilots in 
the Army Air Corps through reduction of 
the age limit to 18 years, institution of a 
uniform simplified test in place of the pre- 
viously required written examination or 
college credits, and extension of eligibility 
to married men was announced by the 
War Department this week. 

At the same time it was stated that 
2 000,000 more men are expected to be- 
come eligible for enlistment in the Air 
Corps as a result of the less stringent 
regulations. 

In the past, application for aviation 
cadet training was limited to men between 
20 and 26 years of age. The new commis- 
sion age limits, predicted recently in the 
ArmMy AND Navy JournatL, provide for 
acceptance of men between 18 and 26. 
This applies not only to pilots, navigators 
and bombardiers, but also to Air Corps 
ground officers, who as aviation cadets, 
receive instruction in armament, engi- 
neering, communications, photography 
and meterology. 

A revision already in effect, as also pre- 
dicted exclusively in this paper, is the ex- 
tension of eligibility to married men, pro- 
viding they submit along with their ap- 
plication for either aircrew or ground offi- 
cer training a written statement that their 
dependents have adequate means of sup- 
port. 








Take Over Helium Control 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox has 
approved a recommendation of the Bu- 
reau of Aeronautics transferring the pro- 
curement and distribution of all Navy 
helium from that Bureau to the Shore 
Establishment Division of the Office of 
the Secretary. Although the Bureau of 
Aeronautics has been the first and, to 
date, the principal user of helium, it has 
not maintained a staff adequate for the 
duties of distribution, and such work has 
been done by personnel primarily engaged 
in other assignments. The United States 
has a world monopoly on helium,

General Officers Nominated 


The President on 14 Jan. sent to the 
Senate the names of four temporary Brig- 
adier Generals, Army of the United 
States, whom he nominated for the tem- 
porary grade of Major General, and 15 
Colonels, whom he nominated for the 
temporary grade of Brigadier General. 

He also nominated Brig. Gen. Lorenzo 
I). Gasser, USA-Ret., a former deputy 
Chief of Staff, to be a temporary Major 
General. General Gasser is the War De- 
partment representative with the Office 
of Civilian Defense. 

Col. Cornelius W. Wickersham, of the 
Infantry Reserve, was nominated to the 
temporary grade of Brigadier General. 
Colonel Wickersham is 58 years old, and 
a native of Connecticut. 

Two National Guard Colonels nomi- 
nated for the temporary grade of Briga- 
dier General are Col. Redmond F. Ker- 
nan, jr., of New York, who was born in 
New Jersey 46 years ago, and was gradu- 
ated from the United States Military 
Academy at West Point in August, 1917; 
and Col. Maxwell A. O’Brien, 51 years old, 
a native of Illinois, who began his mili- 
tary career in the National Guard as a 
private, Field Artillery, 11 Aug. 1918. 

Two of the Brigadier Generals nomi- 
nated for promotion to Major General are 
now division commanders, They are 
Brig. Gen. Fred C. Wallace, 54 years old, 
a native of Tennessee, who was gradu- 
ated from West Point in 1910; and Brig. 
Gen. Fred L. Walker, 54 years old, born 
in Ohio, who entered the Army from civil 
life in 1911. 

Brig. Gen. Clarence L. Tinker, recently 
sent to Hawaii to assume command of the 
Hawaiian Air Force, aged 54, a native of 
Kansas, and a former officer of the Philip- 
pine Constabulary; and Brig. Gen. 
Joseph T. MeNarney, born in Pennsyl- 
vania, aged 48, a graduate of West Point, 
1915, are the other two Brigadier Gen- 
erals nominated for promotion to the 
temporary grade of Major General. 

The average ages of the four Major 
Generals is 52.5 years. General Gasser is 
not included as he is a retired officer. Of 
the fifteen Colonels nominated for promo- 
tion, several entered the Army through 
the First Training Camp, May to August, 
1917. The average age of the group is 49. 
The youngest officers of the group are 45 
years of age.

Reserve Assn. to Suspend 


Suspension of activities of the Reserve 
Officers Association of the United States 
was voted at the annual meeting of its 
national council in Washington last week. 

Affairs of the association will be placed 
in a board of trustees designated some 
time ago when it was thought that a 
suspension of activities might be advis- 
able for the duration of the then emer- 
gency. 

There are no Reserve officers any more, 
indicated President James P. Hollers, a 
lieutenant-colonel in the Dental Reserve, 
at the annual banquet of the council on 
Friday, 9 Jan., pointing out that all of- 
ficers on active duty were members of 
one Army of the United States. 


Actually the suspension of association 
activities is until such time as a conven- 
tion of the membership, called by the 
trustees, votes to resume activities, but 
it is generally agreed that such suspen- 
sion will be for the duration of the war. 
Local chapters and state departments are 
expected to freeze their funds and sus- 
pend activities. All national memberships 
will be continued in good standing until 
such time as activities resume, 

Whether or not publication of the asso- 
ciation organ, The Reserve Oficer, will 
be continued, and the extent to which 
headquarters activities will be maintained 
are to be decided soon by the trustees. 

These trustees are all colonels of the 
Reserve whose age exempts them from 
liability for active duty. They are: Cols. 
Howard Emerson, of Boston; J. BE. Me- 
Nary, of New York City; William B. 
Tuttle, of San Antonio, and William 
Mumm, of Columbus, O. Colonel Hollers 
is a member of the board of trustees ex 
officio, 

Heading the list of guests at the dinner 
was Gen. George C. Marshall, Army Chief 
of Staff, who spoke off the record, He 
was introduced by Colonel Hollers, who 
pointed out that most of the Reserve 
officers not now on active duty would be 
with the colors within the next 60 to 90 
days. Colonel Hollers also presented the 
principal speaker, Senator Tom Connally, 
of Tex., chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, who said that the 
Reserve officers made possible the ex- 
pansion of the Army to its present size. 
He stated that, of the 120,000 officers on 
duty, 85,000 were Reservists, 22,000 Na- 
tional Guardsmen, and only 15,000 Reg- 
ulars, 

Senator Connally spoke over the blue 
network of the National Broadcasting 
Company. Before and after his speech 
was a floor show, staged by motion picture 
actor Ray Bolger, juggler Stan Kavan- 
augh, harmonica player Larry Adler, and 
singers Kenny Baker, Jane Froman and 
Yvette. 

Among the 200 attending the dinner 
were members of Congress, representa- 
tives of the War Department, the na- 
tional officers and national committeemen 
of the association and presidents of state 
and corps area departments of the R. 
O. A. 

Speakers during the business sessions 
of the R. O. A. on 8 and 9 Jan. included 
Brig. Gen. Frank E. Lowe, executive for 
Reserve Affairs; Brig. Gen, Harry L. 
Twaddle, assistant chief of staff, G-3; 
and Lt. Col. J. H. Hilldring, executive 
officer to assistant chief of staff, G-1. 


Under discussion at the meetings was 
possible action on legislation now pending 
in the House—already passed by the Sen- 
ate—which would give a $150 uniform al- 
lowance to officers newly reporting for 
duty. It was pointed out that the bill 
would not apply to officers who meet the 
qualifications for the allowance provided 
for those who serve three short-term 
tours, even if they did not receive that al- 
lowance. Accordingly, the more active Re- 
serve officers, those who have served a 
number of active duty tours in past years, 
will not receive the allowance when they 
report for duty, it was pointed out, while 
a newly commissioned officer, or an officer 
who did not serve three tours of duty, is 
entitled to the proposed allowance. 

Whether the association will attempt 
to have the present bill amended by the 
House, or will afterwards seek an amend- 
ing law rather than delay the pending 
measure has not yet been decided. 
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Gen. Emmons Says Hawaii Is 
Ready 


Addressing his first press conference 
since assuming command of the Hawaiian 
Department, Lt. Gen. Delos C. Emmons 
warned late last week that the Japanese 
might attack the Hawaiian Islands at 
any moment despite their preoccupation 
with the Philippines and Singapore, and 
then added that, “we are prepared at all 
times, day and night, to meet the situa- 
tion with all our strength.” He said, “We 
can hold the islands.” 

General Emmons told reporters that 
Hawaii is today far stronger than it was 
on 7 Dee. He explained that, “we are 
strengthening fortifications continuous- 
ly.” He said that “the loss of Hawaii 
would put the West Coast in a very diffi- 
cult position. If the Japanese had a base 
here,” he continued, “it would make coast 
shipping very difficult, since Hawaii is the 
key to this side of the Pacific. 

Having thus noted Hawaii’s strategic 
defense position, General Emmons turned 
next to offensive operations and said, 
“This is where we start our offensive. 
Right now that is what we are worried 
about, although we are prepared to re- 
ceive an attack at any time. We are tak- 
ing no chances—we are not going to be 
surprised again,” the Air Corps general 
reiterated. 

Capable of Attacks 
Pointing out that it was entirely within 


the capabilities of the Japanese to attack 
Singapore and Hawaii at once, General 
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Emmons said, “The Japanese can make 
an attack here now and still attack Singa- 
pore. We do not await the disposition of 
the battle for Singapore but we are pre- 
pared to receive the Japanese now. 

“The Japanese want to control the Pa- 
cific. If they get Hawaii they get control 
of this side of the Pacific and it would be 
very difficult to get it back—so we are 
going to keep it.” Asked to explain the 
lull in Japanese activities against Ha- 
waii, General Emmons suggested that se- 
vere losses received on 7 Dec. were re- 
sponsible for the Japanese inactivity 
against Hawaii. 

That Japan might once again launch 
an attack against Hawaii and that the 
American forces would be ready—these 
were the two thoughts which General Em- 
mons repeated again and again through- 
out his conference. He said, “A lot of our 
men—including the officers, too—would 
like to get another crack at the Japanese. 
We are pretty sore. The Japanese may at 
any time stage another raid like that of 
7 Dec. ; they may stage two or three; they 
may attack in force. We will be ready for 
them.” 

Good Men in Army 

In a tribute to the American soldier, 
General Emmons said, “We have got good 
men in the Army today—lots of them. 
That is where the Japanese are going to 
run into a surprise. I do not think they 
discredit our soldiers; but they are going 
to get a surprise.” 

Queried on the defense of General 
Douglas MacArthur against the Japanese 
invasion of the Philippines, General Em- 
mons said, “MacArthur is putting up the 
bravest sort of fighting with what he has 
got over there. They are doing a splendid 
job.” 

Concerning the defense of Hawaii, he 
said, “Our defending forces are entirely 
motorized. Our mobile units are really 
mobile. If we have plenty of aircraft— 
and we have plenty now—no enemy boat 
is going to get within landing range.” 

Turning next to civilian life in Hawaii 
since 7 Dec., General Emmons stated that 
exports of sugar and pineapples would 
continue, serving the dual purpose of 
maintaining Hawaiian economy and sup- 
plying a need on the mainland. He ex- 
plained though that a certain amount of 
sugar would be retained for conversion to 
motor fuel. 

No Sale of Liquor 

Of the labor situation, he said, “We 
have not got anywhere near enough 
skilled men here to do our work. We are 
going to have to import specialists in vari- 
ous lines.” He stated that “hundreds of 
men are loafing in the streets while we 
are erving for stevedores. He emphasized 
that all men in Hawaii must do a full 
day’s work, no matter what that work 
might be. 

In an outline of general wartime do- 
mestic life in Hawaii, he said that there 
was at present no need for food ration- 
ing; that there was no possibility of re- 
laxing the air raid blackout—‘“not even 
for the next few years”; that it would 
most likely be possible to relax the 6 p. m. 
to 6 a. m. curfew; and that there would 
probably be no amendment of the flat pro- 
hibition against the sale of alcoholic bev- 
erages in any form. 

Concluding his conference, General 
Emmons told reporters, “I think we have 
picked up all the short wave sets around 
here,” and that, “I think we have rounded 
up everybody connected with it. We are 
trying to be most realistic about this,” he 
said, and then concluded with words 
which set the tenor of his remarks to the 
press—“we cannot take any chances.” 


General Advises Officers’ Wives 


Fort Knox, Ky.—Officers’ wives at this 
home of the Armored Force were politely 
but firmly reminded by Maj. Gen. Jacob 
L. Devers, Commander of the Force, re- 
cently that they have a patriotic duty to 
curtail the social activities of their hus- 
bands in order to keep them in fighting 
trim. 

Few officers, the general admonished 
members of the Fort Knox Woman’s Club, 
can attend parties several times a week 








and greet the dawn of a new day with 
clear minds and rested bodies. 

Not that the general suggested enter- 
tainment be entirely eliminated. On the 
contrary, he declared himself in favor of 
it, but he urged moderation. “Can you not 
confine your gatherings to dinner parties 
with a few close friends,” he asked, “‘in- 
stead of having elaborate affairs? You'll 
find it more economical and you're going 
to need that money.” 

“Please don’t feel,” he continued, “that 
every time I am obliged to entertain a 
distinguished visitor to the post that you 
owe me a social debt.” The general made 
it clear he didn’t feel up to such a strenu- 
ous social program at this time and that 
he was sure other officers didn’t. 

General Devers cited another reason for 
slowing the entertainment pace. Women, 
he said—and men as well, are subject toa 
disquieting looseness of tongues after a 
few cocktails and the post has enough 
rumors floating around already .. . too 
many, in fact. 

Regarding the flood of rumors about 
which unit is going where and when, the 
general commented, “I think I know more 
about what is going to happen around 
here than any of you and I don’t know 
what’s going to happen tomorrow.” 

Ladies have always been more courage- 
ous than men, the general observed, and it 
is time for them to prove it again. “We 
can’t tell where your men are going, but 
most of you may be sure they are going 
somewhere ... and before very long. 
Therefore, it is up to you to plan. You 
should be ready to move from the post on 
30 days’ notice. We are not going to put 
you out without notice, but you ought to 
decide now where you want to go and ar- 
range for permanent residences near your 
relatives and friends.” 

Meanwhile, he counseled, the best ser- 
vice the post officers’ wives can render is 
to help keep their husband mentally and 
physically fit. “When your husbands come 
home at night, don’t tell them that the 
water faucet is leaking or that the bulb 
in the living room lamp has burned out. 
Meet them at the door with a hug and a 
kiss. It’s going to take that sort of atten- 
tion to keep them on their toes.” 





Army Reenlistments 

Legislation was introduced this week 
by Representative Clason, of Mass., a 
member of the House Military Committee, 
authorizing enlisted men of the Regular 
Army and Enlisted Reserve Corps whose 
enlistments were in force at the begin- 
ning of the war, to reenlist voluntarily. 

If the bill is passed, those who so en- 
list will be entitled to the usual enlist- 
ment allowance, now prohibited to the 
Army, but paid to members of the Navy 
and Marine Corps. 

The bill would be retroactive to 8 Dec. 
1941, 

The bill was introduced as a result of 
a discussion between Chairman Vinson of 
the Naval Affairs Committee and Mr. 
Clason over justice of paying enlistment 
allowances to sailors and marines who 
voluntarily reenlist, while denying such 
right to soldiers. Mr. Vinson stated that 
he thought all services should be treated 
equally, and suggested that Mr. Clason 
take steps to that end. 

Mr. Clason stated that he had received 
assurances of support for his measure 
from a number of members and said that 
he would ask for a hearing at the earliest 
possible date. 

“It is a matter of justice” to permit 
these enlisted men to draw enlistment al- 
lowances if the Navy and Marine Corps 
pay such allowances, Mr. Clason indi- 
cated. 





Council for Prevention of War 

Frederick J. Libby, executive secre- 
tary, National Council for Prevention of 
War, announced this week that his or- 
ganization “shall be concentrating now on 
plans to ‘win the peace’ and prevent 
World War III, as the Administration 
has asked all of us to do.” The present 
war, he said, has necessitated cutting the 
staff of his organization. 





Rank for Late William Mitchel 

The Senate this week passed legisla. 
tion, S. J. Res. 109, authorizing Dost. 
humous rank of major general for the late 
William Mitchell, who was demoted frog 
brigadier general by court martial fo 
criticism of Army and Navy officials jy 
connection with his attitude toward gir 
power. 

The resolution, as reported by the Sep. 
ate Military Affairs Committee, called for 
rank of brigadier general, but was amen. 
ed to give the higher rank on motion of 
Senator Clark, of Mo. 

“If the Congress of the United States 
desires to pay tribute to General Mi. 
chell,” said Mr. Clark, “it seems to me jt 
ought to do it in a generous way, at least 
to the extent of recognizing the fact that 
if he had lived and had not been cagh. 
iered, in effect, for the patriotic expres. 
sion of his views, at the time of his death 
he would undoubtedly have been at least 
a major general.” 

Urging support of the bill, Senator 
Wiley, of Wisc., said, “I have espoused 
this cause not because ‘Billy’ Mitchell's 
name, by legislative action, needs to be 
carved in the Parthenon of America, but 
so that when other ‘Billy’ Mitchells of 
today and tomorrow come along, they wil! 
not be ‘cashiered,’ court-martialed, de. 
graded and martyred, but will be recog 
nized.” 





Confirm Lt. Generals 
Nomination of Major Generals Stanley 
D. Embick and George H. Brett to be lieu 
tenant generals in the Army of the 
United States was confirmed this week by 
the Senate. 
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Russia as an Independent Producer of 
(oal. By Dr. Paul Ruprecht. (AMilitar- 
gochendlatt, 31 Oct. 1941.)—An estimate 
ofthe coal supply situation of Soviet Rus- 
da indicates that she has sufficient coal 
tp meet whatever demands future condi- 
tions may force upon her. Even though 
jer European coal fields may be con- 
ddered as having a production capacity 
jmited to 75 billion tons of anthracite 
and bituminous, and six billion tons of 
lignite, she still has an Asiatic source of 
strillion tons of the harder types and 9.7 
hillion tons of lignite. The rate of pro- 
duction, however, is in indirect propor- 
tion to the demand. Russia requires about 
10 million tons annually. 


During the year 1937 she consumed 
1045 million tons of the harder types and 
18 million tons of lignite. 80.5 million tons 
of the former types came from her Euro- 
yan mines, while her rich Asiatic coal 
felds produced but 24 million tons. De- 
gite her large surplus Russia exports but 
afew million tons. Taken as a whole, 
however, her coal production may be ac- 
eedited with having attained consider- 
able importance, for prior to the First 
World War Russia was an importer of 
wal in spite of her own great resources. 
From Germany alone she averaged 30 
nillion cubic meters annually. 


The foremost coal district in European 
Soviet Russia is the Donets Basin, lo- 
ated in the Ukraine about 186 miles 
north of the Sea of Azov. This district 
alone should be able to produce approxi- 
mately 65 billion tons of anthracite and 
bituminous coal. Contained within an 
area extending about 486 miles in length 
and averaging 44 miles in width, it 
reaches in a northwesterly direction from 
Stalingrad to the confluence of the Do- 
nets and the Don. Prior to 1914 practi- 
ally all the coal used in the Russian 
manufacturing industries was produced 
inthis region. Following the First World 
War its exploitation assumed tremendous 
proportions, From 25.3 million tons in 
193, production rose to 31 million tons 
in 1928 and 1929 and reached 78 million 
tons in 1988. During the past few years 
two-thirds of all Soviet coal was produced 
in this district. It produces a variety of 
hard and soft coal which, for the most 
part, may be converted into a good qual- 
ity of smelting coke; soft and gas-coal, 
however, predominate. Its heat-producing 
quality varies from 8000 to 8400 calories. 
The Donets Basin is particularly well- 
favored by being located in the vicinity 
of a comparatively well-developed road 
net and a plexus of waterways. This fea- 
ture favors the possibility of transporting 
cal to the Black Sea and Stalingrad. 
Shipping, however, is menaced to some 
extent by the numerous sand bars. 


The second great coal district of Soviet 
tussia is Kusnetsk, located among the 
gorges of the Altai Mountains in Western 
Siberia, Covering an area of 10.000 square 
miles and having an estimated depth of 
16 feet, it is capable of producing about 
5 billion tons of coal of various types 
‘imilar to those found in the Donets 
asin. It is claimed that the harder tyne 
an be used for smelting purposes with- 
ot first heing converted into coke.

The coal district of Karaganda is situ- 
ated about 375 miles nearer Magnito- 
gorsk, but its coal is of little value. Un- 
favorable climatic conditions are re- 
sponsible for many labor turnovers, as 
well as other difficulties in production. As 
a result only 4.1 million tons were pro- 
duced in 1938. The Karaganda Basin and 
the nearby Missinsk Basin are connected 
with the Siberian railway by means of a 
spur, which is to be extended to the Kus- 
netsk district. Missinsk produces less coal 
than Kusnetsk. 

In Asiatic Soviet Russia 
types of coal may also be 
Irkutsk, Vladivostok, on the island of 
Sakhalin and along the banks of the 
Pechora River. The mines in the vicinity 
of Irkutsk are located at Cheremkhovo, 
about 80 miles distant. They are believed 
to contain about 2.5 billion tons of an- 
thracite and bituminous coal. In 1938 
they produced nearly 3 million tons, even 
though they are of recent construction. 
Up to now the output of the other Asiatic 
Russian mines mentioned above has been 
slight, even though the quality of the coal 
is claimed to be excellent. For the pres- 
ent construction is not considered profi- 
table on account of unfavorable climatic 
conditions and other unsuitable features.

Russia’s total supply of lignite coal is 
estimated at 175 billion tons. Principally, 
this type is produced in only three locali- 
ties—the districts of Moscow, Kisel in 
the western and Chelyabugol in the east- 
ern Urals. The resources of the first are 
estimated at 12 billion tons, of the second 
and third at 5 billion tons each. The lig- 
nite beds of Moscow lie in a compact mass 
below the upper surface and are satu- 
rated with considerable moisture. They 
consist of 51 mines with a total output of 
10 million tons annually, even though 
they produced but 7 million tons in 1938, 
In the Kisel district the coal lies deep 
below the surface and cannot be mined 
under daylight conditions. It is estimated 
that this district produced 4.2 million tons 
during the past year. Production for the 
Chelyabugol district amounted to 3.5 mil- 
lion tons for 1937 and 4.5 million tons for 
1938. 


Even though no conclusive estimate of 
the coal resources of Soviet Russia can 
be made, we may be assured that she be- 
longs to the great coal-producing coun- 
tries of the world, and is therefore in a 
position to produce coal in great quanti- 
ties. We may also assume that the coal 
fields of Kusnetsk will be made more ac- 
cessible and joined up with the indus- 
trial network of the country. This is a 
difficult undertaking, however, and will 
require many years and an enormous 
amount of labor. For these reasons the 
Donets Basin, for the present, will con- 
tinue as the principal source of Soviet 
coal. 


The Soviet Navy. By Captain von Wal- 
deyer-Hartz. (Militarwochenblatt. 7 Nov. 
1941.)—Russia’s first military effort un- 
der the Bolshevik regime was the reor- 
ganization and development of the ground 
and air arms in such a manner as to in- 
spire the people with the consciousness 
of a great power. During the World War 
and the Revolution the navy had been ter- 
ribly depleted. Instead of being subjected 


to a program of reconstruction, it was 
permitted to deteriorate. The country 
lacked engineers and _ skilled technical 


workers for designing new warships and 
effecting their construction in the ship- 
yards. For years it had been considered 
that there was no particular reason for 
the nation to become a sea power. THow- 
ever, when she had finally achieved the 
reconstruction of her army and air force, 


Russia undertook the task of infusing 
new life into her navy. Six years ago 


Marshal Voroshilov announced that the 
Soviet would develop a navy that would 
be superior to all others. In the field of 
submarines she would triumph over the 
nations of the world. Admiral Orlov, then 
Chief of Naval Operations, predicted that 
Kronstadt would become a “Malta of the 
North.” Thousands of workers were em- 
ployed in developing this place into an 





impregnable naval port. In fact the 
Soviet, with considerable forethought, 


not only improved their naval bases, but 
increased them in number. Meanwhile or- 
ders were placed for the construction of 
a significant number of submarines and 
patrol vessels. These types seemed to be 
adaptable to her military scheme. On ac- 
count of their smaller size they simplified 
the task of construction during the earlier 
phase of her reconstruction period. 

In order to overcome the navigational 
and geographical difficulties that char- 
acterized the Baltic Sea, Russia began 
the construction of the naval port of Poly- 
arnoye on the ice-free Murman Coast. At 
first this port served only as a base for 
submarines and destroyers, but it is quite 
certain that it was intended for a time of 
greater eventualities when, due to the 
force of expansion, it would become nee- 
essary to have access to the waters of the 
Atlantic. A canal extending northward 
from Lake Onega gave Leningrad access 
to the White Sea. The construction of this 
canal indicates a significant plan, whose 
final objective is a series of waterways— 
a system of canals connecting the great 
rivers of northern and southern Russia— 
which would facilitate the traffic of light 
naval vessels between the Black and the 
White Seas. The outbreak of the war 
found the projection of this plan consider- 
ably short of completion. 

With due respect to the zeal and tenacy 
of her people, the Soviet has engaged in 
extensive experimentation, exploiting the 
possibility of utilizing the Bering Sea as 
an passage from the White Sea and the 
Murman Coast to Vladivostok. Approxi- 
mately 200 polar stations have been es- 
tablished to assist in overcoming the diffi- 
cult hazards of navigation during the 
short, ice-free summer months. Since the 
Russo-Japanese War Viadivostok ceased 
to be a home port for large warships. At 
the present time it serves as a base for 
submarines and aircraft. Undoubtedly ex- 
tensive preparations are being made to 
fortify it with mines and develop it as a 
base for motor torpedo boats. 

In the Black Sea the status of the 
Russian Navy resembles that of the Bal- 
tic. The naval ports are Sevastopol and 
Nikolaev. The table listed below will give 
some indication of the present distribu- 
tion of naval vessels. Only the most im- 
portant classes are represented, The ac- 
curacy of these figures cannot be vouched 
for, as the Soviet has been clever enough 
to cover the reconstruction of its fleet 
with the veil of secrecy.

12-inch guns. Although rebuilt and mod- 
ernized they are no match for a modern 
opponent. Some larger replacements have 
been planned, or are still on the ways. 

Cruisers.—Three are of recent con 
struction built in Russian shipyards. Two 
are of 8,000 tons displacement; the third 
is a small mine layer. The heavy cruisers 
carry 7-inch guns instead of the usual 6- 
inch guns. 

The modern Russian destroyers are 
modeled after French and Italian ships. 
They are home-built. At displacements of 
2.900 tons they have developed remark- 
able speed, a characteristic which neces- 
sitates their recognition as noteworthy 
fighting units. It is presumed that the 
Soviet naval staff has selected the heavier 
French type for the conduct of extensive 
operations beyond the Murman Coast. 
Less pretentious vessels would suffice for 
the Baltic. 

The small destroyers (1,600 tons) and 
torpedo boats now in use are of the usual 
type. These, as well as the motor torpedo 
boats, are foreign-built. 

The construction of submarines, princi- 
pally in Russian shipyards, has pro- 
gressed with accelerated speed. Similar 
to the German Navy, the Russians have 
favored the medium types, some of which 
have a surface displacement of 1,400 tons. 


Special Navy, Marine 
Retirements 

Legislation 8. 1589, to take from a group 
of Navy and Marine Corps officers retired 
under special acts right to allowances 
while not on active duty was reported by 
the House Naval Affairs Committee this 
week, 

The committee brought the bill up for 
consideration by the House later in the 
week, but then delayed action. 

The Court of Claims had held that the 
group of olflicers, by the wording of the 
acts retiring them, was entitled to allow- 
unces as well as retired pay, a right offi- 
cers retired under general laws do not 
have. 





Assists RCA President 

Dr. Charles B. Jolliffe has been ap- 
pointed Assistant to the President of the 
Radio Corporation of America. In making 
the announcement, Col. David Sarnoff, 
Sig.-Res., President of RCA, who made 
the selection from the personnel of the 
RCA organization, said that Dr, Jolliffe, 
in addition to his new duties, will con- 
tinue the position he has held for some 
time as Chief Engineer of the RCA 
Laboratories. 

Dr. Jolliffe is a member of several com- 
mittees of the Defense Communications 
Board and for more than a year has been 
working on communication problems with 
the National Defense Research Committee 
of the Government olflice of Scientific Re- 
search and Development. 





First Armored Force Casualty 

Maj. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, Chief of 
the Armored Force, this week made it 
known that there is no racial discrimina- 
tion in the Armored Force when he an- 
nounced that the main parade ground at 
Ft. Knox, Ky., had been named Brooks 
Field in honor of Pvt. Robert H. Brooks, 
killed near Ft. Stotsenburg in the Philip- 
pines, 8 Dee. Private Brooks, colored, was 
the first Armored Force casualty of the 
war. 

The ceremonies on 28 Dee, dedicating 
the field to Private Brooks’ memory were 
among the most impressive ever held at 
It. Knox. It was while arrangements for 
the ceremonies dedicating the field were 
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being completed that it was learned that 
Private Brooks’ parents were colored 
share-croppers living near Sadieville, Ky. 
When General Devers was informed of 
this he said that no detail of the srranve- 
ments would be changed and in his dedi- 
cation speech he said: 

“lor the preservation of America, the 
soldiers and sailors guarding our outposts 
are giving their lives. In death there is 
no grade or rank, And in this, the greatest 
Democracy the world has known, neither 
riches nor poverty, neither creed nor race 
draws a line of demarcation in this hour 
of national crisis.” 

Although government transportation 
was offered, Mr. and Mrs. Roy Brooks, 
parents of Private Brooks, were unable 
to attend the dedication ceremonies. 





Defense Houses for Officers 

The House and Senate have agreed on 
amendments to the Defense Housing Act, 
Il. Rt. 6128, and sent the measure to the 
President. As the bill came from confer- 
ence it made defense houses available to 
“officers of the Army and Marine Corps 
not above the grade of captain, and officers 
of the Navy and Coust Guard, not above 
grade of lieutenant, assigned to duty at 
naval or military reservations, posts or 





bases, or to duty at defense industries.”

Establishment of new ratings under 
three branches had been authorized by 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox. 

The branches and ratings follow: 

Artificer Branch (Engine Room force) :

Special Branch: Chief Specialist, Spe-

Aviation Branch: Aviation Chief Radio- 
man, Aviation Radioman, First Class, Av- 
iation Radioman, Second Class, Aviation 
Radioman, Third Class. 

The new ratings in the Artificer Branch 
were established to distinguish Diesel en- 
gine men from steam engine men. There 
has been a marked increase in the former 
class. New ratings in the Aviation Branch 
distinguish Radiomen with flight training 
from those who have not been in the air.

Navy Establishes New Radio 
School 

The U. 8. Navy is developing high fre- 
quency radio as a new weapon for the 
nation’s armed forces. This was revealed 
this week when the Navy Department an- 
nounced it opened a Navy primary school 
for training in high frequency radio in 
Chicago yesterday. 

The school is the only one of its kind 
in existence. The course will require ap- 
proximately two months, and the Navy 
expects each class to number about 100 
men, Lt. William C, Eddy, USN-Ret., will 
direct the activity of the high frequency 
classes, which will be known as the Naval 
Training School (Radio Materiel). 

The school itself is designed as a con- 
ditioning course for the training of tech- 
nical recruits in primary high frequency 
subjects prior to their assignment to sec- 
ondary schools.

Limited Service Marine Reserve 


Legislation, 8S. 2169, authorizing estab- 
lishment of a limited service Marine 
Corps Reserve was passed by the Senate 
and House this week and sent to the 
President. The reserve would be created 
from older men or men with slight phys- 
ical defects, and would replace regular 
Marines as guards for Naval facilities in 
order that the latter may be assigned to 
combat units. 





Navy Re-organization Explained 

Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox at 
his press conference this week said that 
the reorganization of the Navy high com- 
mand and administration involved chiefly 
a division of responsibility between Ad- 
miral Harold R. Stark, Chief of Naval 
Operations, and Admiral Ernest J. King, 
Commander-in-Chief of the United States 
Fleet. 

“We are not only now building a huge 
Navy and enlarging it still further,” Knox 
said, “but under the set-up of the priority 
of the war, we sometimes have all the 
professional responsibility headed up in 
the Chief of the Bureau of Operation. It 
got to the situation where there was more 
work than any one man could humanly 
do. I should guess the estimate of Ad- 
miral Stark’s job was about a job for four 
instead of one, and there had to be a di- 
vision of duties and responsibilities. 

“So to put it in the simplest possible 
terms—what was done was to take the 
rather empty title, up to that time, of 
Commander-in-Chief of the Fleet, which 
is usually borne by the man who has com- 
mand of the Pacific and establish that job 
as meaningful. In other words, Admiral 
King, who was promoted from Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Atlantic Fleet to 
the Commander-in-Chief of the United 
States Fleet, which means that he took 
over the active direction of the operations 
of the Fleet, whatever they were, and re- 
lieved Admiral Stark to that degree of 
these intolerable burdens which he was 
carrying. 

“T can’t emphasize too much that this 
change was not made through any slight- 
est degree or shadow of lack of confidence 
in Admiral Stark, It was just a perfectly 
logical division of duties because one man 
was being asked to do more than any one 
man could possibly do,” Col. Knox added. 

Secretary Knox than outlined Admiral 
King’s duties as “director of the Fleet at 
sea. He is a fighting man.” Along with ac- 
tual control of the Fleet, he added that, 
Admiral King will also have charge of 
fleet training and ship movements and one 
or two other activities which has hereto- 
fore been under the Bureau of Operations. 

Admiral Stark’s job he said, may be 
“described as logistics and administration. 
He will have the long-term planning as 
he always has had it. He will have all the 
supply questions to take care of. He will 
have all the expansion of the Fleet and 
supervise everything he had before save 
only those activities that related them- 
selves to Admiral King’s job. 





Navy Book Campaign 

The Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment, has endorsed the Victory Book 
Campaign which opened 12 Jan., spon- 
sored jointly by the American Library 
Association, the American Red Cross and 
the United Service Organizations for Na- 
tional Defense, Inc. The campaign has as 
its goal a total of 7,000,000 “books you like 
to read.” 

Books received by the Navy through 
this campaign will be sorted by the Bu- 
reau of Navigation and distributed ac- 
cording to the needs of various commands, 
which have been asked to inform the Bu- 
reau of the quantity of material that can 
be used.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—-News stories originating in Berlin to the effect that there is dissen- 
sion in the Reich Army and dissatisfaction in Germany over the regime of Hitler, 
all of which would be most welcome news, if true, seem, beyond a doubt, to have been 
deliberately inspired by the German government. Secretary of the Navy Knox ex- 
pressed the belief that the stories were intended to “take the fine edge off of our 
energy and singleness of purpose.” It is probable, too, that the dissemination of the 
rumors was timed for its effect upon the conference of foreign ministers at Rio de 
Janeiro. The South American Republics, already a difficult problem for the United 
States in view of our losses at Pearl Harbor and the Philippines, were considered 
fertile soil for the type of propaganda aimed to lessen the fear of danger from the 
Axis. It is interesting to note that the foreign correspondents in Berlin were aroused 
from their beds in the middle of the night to attend the press conference at which 
denial was made of the rumors which, as a matter of fact, had not been previously 
published. It appears, thus, that the rumors were deliberately started by the simple 
expedient of denying them. 

Secretary Knox went even further and made the statement that the German 
army is still the “greatest military machine in the world.” Earlier there had been 
reports from Moscow stating that the Russian-Japanese relations are still being gov- 
erned by last year’s neutrality pact and that negotiations looking toward the resump- 
tion of treaty provisions for the fishing rights in the sea of Okhotsk were under way 
and would be successfully completed by the end of this month. This disposition in 
some Russian quarters to play ball with Japan, if adhered to, will make the problem 
of the ABCD nations in the Far East much more difficult. Therefore, it was a timely 
statement by Colonel Knox that the German Army still remains a powerful military 
machine. Russia’s opposition has, indeed, been most valiant and determined, but 
she will need much material from the United States to continue it successfully. As 
a matter of fact, the lend-lease program and our great financial and material re- 
sources are making Washington virtually the headquarters for the war. President 
Roosevelt announced this week that all 26 of the United Nations will maintain repre- 
sentatives in Washington. The problem of coordinating these many efforts and giving 
to each due representation is a major problem. Already both the Dutch and the 
Australians feel that they have not been given the recognition they deserve. The 
Australians told the British that they want representation on any strategy planning 
bodies that may be organized and prompt assurance was given to that effect. 

Dispatches from Europe are replete with indications that the Germans are pre- 
paring an attack on Malta. It would be a logical move, for if it should be taken 
before the British Army reaches Tripoli it would afford the Germans a sea link 
between Sicily and north Africa by which they could supply General Rommel’s forces. 











Medical Department—The War Department has ordered the activation of the 4th, 
5th, and 21st General Hospitals, and at the same time has ordered the 52nd Pvacua- 
tion Hospital to active duty, with every indication pointing to the evacuation of 
other affiliated hospital units in the near future. 

These units, many of whom saw World War Service, and who were either re- 
organized during the emergency, or else organized for the first time, have been held in 
readiness against the possibility of war. Now with war a grim actuality, it is assumed 
that these units will be activated in the immediate future. 

Whereas during World War I, these affiliated units were organized and equipped 
by the Red Cross, the present World War finds these units under the direct supervision 
of the Surgeon General of the Army as to organization and equipment. 

The already activated units have been assigned to the following stations for 
training: 4th General Hospital, Cleveland Hospital, Cleveland, Ohio, Camp Jackson, 
8S. C.; 5th General Hospital, Harvard University, Cambridge, Mass., Ft. Dix, N. J.; 
21st General Hospital, Washington University, St. Louis, Mo., F't. Benning, Ga.; and 
the 52nd Evacuation Hospital, Pennsylvania Hospital, Philadelphia, Pa., Ft. Custer, 
Mich. 

Commanding officers of the units are: 4th, Lt. Col. William L. Starnes, MC; 5th, 
Lt. Col. Maxwell G. Keeler, MC; 21st, Lt. Col. Lee D Cady, MC-Res. ; and 52nd, Lt. Col. 
Ralph L Cudlipp, MC. 

Composition of the units is made up of doctors and qualified nurses serving at the 
various hospitals, who were deferred for Army service because of their being attached 
to affiliated units and liable for call upon the outbreak of war. The officers are all 
members of the Medical Reserve Corps, while the nurses are registered with the Red 
Cross and become reserve nurses upon being called to active duty. The Surgeon 
General also permits nurses who were formerly connected with these activated hos- 
pital units either as students in nursing schools or who served as regular nurses and 
who are now in Army service to transfer to duty with their units upon their being 
activated. This is in fulfillment of an agreement made to the nurses when they 
accepted active duty with the Army, prior to their hospital unit’s being activated. 

The chiefs of the nursing services for these newly activated Medical Department 
units ‘are. 4th, Miss Olga G. Benderoff; 5th, Miss Beatrice J. Sinclair; 21st, Miss 
Lucille 8. Spalding; and 52nd, Miss Frances BE, McClelland, a graduate of the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital, who was serving with the Army Nurse Corps at Billings General 
Hospital, Mont., at the time of the activation of her unit. All of these nurses, who 
were recommended for their positions by the unit directors have been appointed or 
promoted to the grade of chief nurse, with the rank of first lieutenant. 

Interesting sidelight of the evacuation of the 52nd General Hospital is the fact 
that 11 nurses serving on active duty with the Army have been transferred from 
former assignments in order that they might join their unit at Ft. Custer. 

All of the units saw service during World War I with the exception of the 
one organized and activated from the Cleveland Hospital. The Pennsylvania Hospital 
unit was officially designated as Base Hospital No. 10 during the last war, while the 
Harvard unit was Base Hospital No. 5, and the Washington University School of 
Medicine unit was Base Hospital No. 21. 

The Pennsylvania unit was organized in Feb., 1917, mobilized in May, 1917, and 
sailed for France on 19 May 1917. During the war it operated General Hospital No. 16 
of the British Expeditionary Force at Le Treport, France. It ceased function 27 Feb. 
1919, and sailed from Brest on 8 April, arriving in the United States on 17 April. 

The Harvard unit was organized in Feb., 1916, and mobilized in May, 1917. Upon 
its arrival in France it took over British General Hospital No. 11, until 1 Nov. 1917, 
when it took over British General Hospital No. 13. In.the period from 1 June 1917 





until 20 Jan. 1919, this unit cared for 48,837 patients, of which number 41,015 were 
British, and 4,822 Americans. The unit sailed from Brest on 7 April 1919, and Wag 
demobilized at Camp Devens, Mass., on 2 May. 

The Washington University unit was organized on 1 July 1916, and mobilizeg on 
27 April 1917, sailing for overseas duty on 19 May 1917. After first landing in England, 
the unit arrived at Le Havre on 10 June, whereupon it took over and operated British 
Expeditionary Force General Hospital No. 12 at Rouen. The hospital with a capacity 
of 1,350 beds cared for 1,950 patients at one time in Oct., 1918. During its Service, 
the unit treated 20,706 surgical cases and 31,837 medical cases, of which only 2,833 
were Americans. It ceased to function on 22 Jan. 1919, and sailed from Brest on 7 
April. On 3 May 1919, the unit was demobilized at Camp Funston, Kans. 


Bureau of Ships—Rear Adm. Harry E. Yarnell, USN-Ret., as a special representa. 
tive of Secretary of the Navy Knox, on 7 Jan. visited the plant of the Federal Ship 
building and Dry Dock Co, at Kearny, N. J. Admiral Yarnell, who was formerly com. 
mander-in-chief of the United States Asiatic Fleet, is one of several flag officerg jp. 
specting shipbuilding plants to stimulate construction. 

“You have not begun to feel the real demands for ship construction that will be 
made upon you,” Admiral Yarnell said in an informal talk with a group of workmen 
at the Kearny Plant. “This is going to be an all-out war of the American kind. We're 
going to make the all-out policy, and when it is made and in operation, the Hitlers ang 
the Mussolinis and the gentlemen of Japan clear through the next three generations 
will shiver every time they hear the word ‘war’.” 

The ever increasing number of new ships moving down the ways to join the Navy's 
fast expanding two-ocean fleet was again accelerated during the past eight days whep 
two minesweepers, a destroyer and a submarine were launched. Two hundred specta- 
tors, including a naval delegation headed by Capt. J. M. Irish, in charge of ship. 
building in the Third Naval District, last Saturday afternoon witnessed the launching 
of the minesweeper YMS-1 at Nevins Shipyard, City Island, the Bronx, New York. 
Mrs. Henry B. Nevins, wife of the owner of the shipyard, sponsored the vessel, which 
was taken down the ways by Lt. J. W. Meiere, USNR, engineering officer. Lt. Herbert 
I. Pratt, USNR, who will command the minesweeper was not present. The second 
minesweeper was added to the Navy today when the 135-foot YMS-24, was launched 
at the yard of the Greenport Basin and Construction Co. Mrs. Herman A. Brandt, 
wife of Lt. Comdr. Herman A. Brandt, procurement officer in the office of the super- 
visor of shipbuilding, Third Naval District, was sponsor. 

On Thursday, the USS Caldwell, destroyer, was launched at the Union Plant of 
the Bethlehem Steel Co., San Francisco, Calif. On the same day the new submarine 
USS Herring, was launched at the Navy Yard, Portsmouth, N. H. Miss Ann Caldwell, 
San Mateo, Calif., sponsored the USS Caldwell named in honor of her great-great-great 
granduncle, the late Lt. James R. Caldwell, USN. Mrs. Ray Spear, wife of Rear Adm, 
Ray Spear, SC, USN, Paymaster General of the Navy and Chief of the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts, sponsored the USS Herring. 

The Black Douglas, a three-masted auxiliary schooner whose future as a hunter 
of fur seals was nipped prematurely by the outbreak of war, is going to assume 
slightly more martian duties. The Navy department announced this week that the 371 
ton craft which was bought by the Fish and Wildlife Service of the Department of 
Interior last summer has been acquired by the Navy as an auxiliary. The Black 
Douglas was on the high seas when war was declared. While it was off the coast ip 
Pacific waters it twice encountered enemy submarines, according to the skipper of the 
vessel. One submarine fired at it in the night, and the schooner was forced to black 
out and hurriedly change course. It reached its destination safely, however, and was 
delivered to the Navy early this month. 

Among ships sponsors designated by the Secretary of the Navy and made public 
this week are the following : Miss Gail Nielson, Boston, Mass., sponsor for the destroyer 
USS Machenzie when it is launched at San Pedro, Calif., 1 June 1942; Mrs. William 
KF’. Corry, wife of Mayor of Montpelier, Vt., sponsor for the cruiser, USS Montpelier, 
15 Feb. at Camden, N. J.; Mrs. Carleton B. Hitchins, sponsor for the destroyer USS 
Hutchins, to be launched 1 March at the Boston Navy Yard; and Mrs. David Watson 
Taylor, Washington, D. C., sponsor for the destroyer USS David W. Taylor, to be 
launched at Chickasaw, Ala., 15 June, 


Corps of Engineers—Maj. Gen. Eugene Reybold, Chief of Engineers, yesterday ad- 
vised the War Department that “blue is more easily observed from the air and is less 
helpful to ground activities than any other color.” As a result of extensive tests com 
ducted by the Corps of Engineers it has been determined that a deep red light is much 
more satisfactory than the widely accepted blue light. 

Deep red is less visible from the air, gives better illumination on the ground, and 
aids the eyes in becoming and remaining adapted to near or total darkness, thereby 
permitting a person to step from deep red illumination into darkness with a minimum 
of discomfort. 

General Reybold explained in his report to the Adjutant General that there are 
practical disadvantages which might result from the indiscriminate use of red light 
These disadvantages include the possibility of confusion with tail lights, and the be 
trayal of installations, since red illumination is not normal. The Chief of Engineeft 
added that the supply of red glass may be limited, which would limit the use of deep 
red illumination for blackout purposes to that which may be achieved by use of paint 

At the same time, the report emphasized that properly hooded, low intensity white 
light is more generally applicable to blackout illumination problems than colored 
illumination. 

President Roosevelt, in a message to Congress this week, proposed that the 
Secretary of War should be delegated the responsibility for authorizing the cor 
struction and maintenance of bridges over navigable waters. Under present legisla: 
tion, Congress first authorizes bridge enterprises after which the Secretary of War 
and the Chief of Engineers become responsible for approving location, engineering 
plans, and other important features of the specific bridge project. 

The President explained that the granting of the enabling authority the 
Secretary of War would result in a conservation of time and expense. 
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General Reybold is scheduled to address the January meeting of the Americ? 
Society of Military Engineers, Monday, 19 Jan., at the Army and Navy Club. 
meeting is called for 12:30 P. M. “The Engineer in the National Defense” is the 
title of General Reybold’s address. 
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Army Air Forces—T'he first of a number of large troop-carrying gliders being con- 
structed for the Army Air Corps have been delivered to the Materiel Division at 
Wright Field, Ohio. The gliders are designed to carry air- 
borne Infantry with all fighting equipment and necessary sup- 
plies. They have wing spans of more than 80 feet and have 
been designed and built by various manufacturing concerns 
during the past nine months. The gliders will be static-tested 
to determine their strength and then flight-tested to deter- 
mine their air-worthiness. 

Incidentally this brief announcement on gliders by the 
War Department bears out a statement made recently by 
Lewin B. Barringer, veteran pilot and now head of the Army’s 
glider training program, in which he stated: “Not only has 
the Army not permitted any lag in the glider program, but it has in fact brought it 
yell along the development path which will make it an important part of our aerial 
strength. During the past several months engineers have been working steadily de- 
dgning and building large gliders capable of carrying from five to 15 ground troops 
with full military equipment. The reason that nothing has been heard of this is that 
the work has had to be carried on in secret—as many details of it must now remain.” 

From Wright Field, Ohio, comes word that the Materiel Division’s equipment 
jaboratory has found that the best clothing protection against cold is the lowly sheep- 
skin. The decision was the basis for a recent Government order by which the Army 
has taken over all sheepskins produced in this country. Since 1929 exhaustive experi- 
ments on winter clothing have been carried on by Frank C. Manson, chief of the para- 
cute and clothing unit of the equipment laboratory. The rabbit, the beaver, the bear, 
the wolverine, the silver fox and the nutria have all had their hides tanned for 
Manson’s inspection. Manson states that the sheepskin surpasses even the Eskimo’s 
dothing and that the only reason that the Eskimos do not wear sheepskin is that they 
can’t get it. 

A development that will make the launching of troop carrying gliders possible 
from any airport, regardless of its size was tried out at the Materiel Division, Wright 
Field, recently. In the experiment, a glider, resting motionless on the ground, was 
picked up and towed by an airplane cruising overhead. The chief advantage of 
such a pick-up is that it permits the use of a smaller field that would be possible if 
the plane with the glider in tow had to take off from the ground. 

The German press is publishing articles about a new type of German airplane 
engine. The new engine is said to be one of the largest ever produced in quantity in 
Germany. It is air cooled with two banks of cylinders in line. A two-engined dive 
bomber of the latest type will be equipped with these engines, say the Germans, who 
add that fuel consumption is very low. A feature is its single control, on which ex- 
periments have been proceeding since before the war. This, it is claimed, immeasur- 
ably simplifies the task of the pilot. 

The War and Navy Departments announced this week that action has been 
initiated to procure from civilian owners approximately 300 aircraft for use in con- 
nection with military and naval activities. The purchase of these airplanes will 
be handled through Defense Supplies Corporation and will be based on inspection 
and appraisal reports of the Civil Aeronautical Administration. 

“Keep ’Em” slogans have really caught on like wildfire in the Army since the 
Air Corps came out with “Keep ’Em Flying.” The Fixed Gunnery School at Eglin 
Field, Fla., for instance, is using “Keep ’Em Firing,” the motor transport section of 
the Quartermaster Corps looks to “Keep ’Em Rolling,” and a Coast Artillery battery 
has come up with “Keep ’Em Booming.” But the latest twist of the popular motto 
has just made its appearance at Elgin Field as a suggestion for the Russian Army in 
its pursuit of the Nazis. It’s “Keep ’Em Running.” 





Veterinary Corps—With introduction this week of a bill, S. 2188, by Chairman 
Reynolds of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, measures now lie before both the 
House and Senate which, if enacted, would provide for the designation of a Veterinary 
Corps officer as assistant to the Army Surgeon General with rank of brigadier general. 
At present, the Dental Corps has an assistant surgeon general with rank of brigadier 
general, but the Veterinary Corps is represented in the office of the Surgeon General by 
4clonel, the post now being filled by Col. Raymond A. Kelser, VC. An identical bill 
had been previously introduced in the House by Rep. Gillie, of Ind. 


Armored Foree—Down in Texas some interesting experiments are being conducted 
with the possibilities of air conditioning of tanks with a newly developed 50-pound 
alr conditioner. Under some conditions of warfare, the heat and fumes of a tank in 
action are the limiting factor in the length of time the crew can continue to fight. The 
heat in the crew compartment runs up to 130 degrees. The men emerge exhausted after 
4few hours, with faces coal-black from the fumes, dust and gasses that drift in from 
tins and engines. The heat alone is beyond the limit for human endurance, enough 
cause some blood changes. 

For some time the Army has been looking for a remedy to this almost intolerable 
“ndition inside the Armored Forces combat tanks. The preliminary tests of this 
lew 50-pound air conditioner seems to be the best answer brought forth yet. Where 
the new weather maker has been tried the crews have finished their drives with faces 
ttl reasonably clean and with fewer signs of fatigue. However there has been some 
difficulty in placing the new conditioner in the tanks. The sweep of the guns prohibits 
the placing of the equipment in the turret; and there is no place for it in the crew’s 
“Ompartment. 

To date, the apparatus has been placed near the ends of the tanks where they have 
been subjected to heavy pounding. However inasmuch as the new conditioner has 
only two moving parts, it promises to withstand the pounding given it. The new unit 
Teduces temperatures by 35 degrees. It has the added advantage of using no recircu- 
lated air, but brings in outside air all the time. A third moving part is added to the 
Weather box for delivering warm air in winter. 


Provisional Parachute Group—New statistics presented by Capt. Lawrence J. Cohen, 
MO, at Ft. Benning, Ga., before the American Academy of Orthopaedic Surgeons at 
their meeting in Atlantic City show that injuries to parachute troops are compara- 
onty few and that that branch of service is just about as safe as any. In presenting 

Statistics, Captain Cohen also presented a motion picture display to bear out his 
normation, 


Only 217 injuries have been suffered in 20,859 jumps and this percentage of 1.04 
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includes even minor bruises and fractures, Captain Cohen said. Only one of the para- 
chute troopers has lost his life and that casualty came early in the training period. 

“There has been a decline in the total number of fractures from 0.6 per cent during 
the period from 1 Aug. 1940 to 1 Aug. 1941, to 0.12 from 1 Aug. 1941 to 1 Jan. 1942,” 
Captain Cohen reported. “The purpose of these figures is to show that parachute 
training is much safer than the general public believes. Although we do not care to 
make comparisons with other branches of the service, you might point out that special 
training enables the parachute brigade to avoid injuries that an ordinary soldier 
might not be able to meet. It is also interesting to note that more injuries have been 
sustained in jumps from the practice towers than from an actual plane in flight.” He 
added that of injuries, the most common is fracture of the bone above the ankle joint. 
This accounts for 26 per cent of all the injuries sustained by the paratroopers. 


Signal Corps—The October class of the Officer Candidate Department of the Signal 
Corps School, Ft. Monmouth, N. J., held its graduation exercises in the War Depart- 
ment Theater No, 1, yesterday morning at nine o'clock. Approximately 172 candidates 
who have successfully completed the three-month course of preparation to be an 
officer were presented with their commissions as officers of the Army of the United 
States with rank of second lieutenant. Brig. Gen. G. L. Van Deusen presented the 
commissions to the graduates. A new class of 500 men were expected to take up 
training in the Officer Candidate Department during this week. 

With the objective of training qualified officers for key positions in Aircraft 
Warning Units and to make them familiar with the theory of operation of aircraft 
warning equipment, the Signal Corps has initiated a plan for the training of Signal 
Corps officers in several colleges. Students selected for these courses are first sent to 
the Cruft Laboratory at Harvard University for a basic or refresher course in elec- 
tronics. Upon successful completion of this course they are sent to the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. Upon graduation from the advanced course at MIT, these 
officers are sent to the Aircraft Warning Department of the Signal Corps School at 
Ft. Monmouth, N. J., for approximately one month, where they are acquainted with 
actual equipment used by the Signal Corps. 

Approximately 100 Signal Corps officers are undergoing instruction at the present 
time at Harvard and MIT. About the same number will enroll for the next course, 
which is scheduled to begin 3 Feb. at Harvard. 


Chaplains—Following by one day the War Department announcement that 933 ad- 
ditional Army chaplains have been authorized was a release from the General Com- 
mission on Army and Navy Chaplains which states that “an 8. O. 8. has just been sent 
out to American Protestantism for more Chaplains for our armed forces.” 

The appeal for additional Protestant chaplains came from Director 8, Arthur 
Devan of the General Commission on Army and Navy Chaplains, and was dispatched 
to leaders of the 30 larger Protestant denominations which the Commission represents, 
Director Devan urged Protestant leaders to release the best of their younger clergy- 
men for military service. 

The War Department has issued orders promoting the following chaplains 
(lieutenant colonel) as chaplains (colonel): Milton O. Beebe, James L. Bakeney, 
George F, Rixey, and Harry C. Fraser. 


Army Nurse Corps—aAs a result of experimentation by the Standardization Branch 
of the Quartermaster Corps, members of the Army Nurse Corps now serving in Iceland 
may soon be provided with parkas, dependent upon War Department approval of the 
Quartermaster Corps designs. 

The parka which would be issued nurses in Iceland is an adaptation of the men’s 
garment. It is wind resistant and water repellant, lined with pile fabric, which differs 
from the usual fur lining for parkas. The pile fabric is made from alpaca, and is said 
to give a better air circulation than the fur-lined parka. 

The proposed parka has a peaked hood, is full length, reaching two inches below 
the skirt, has a belt for style and utility, and is designed with four pockets, two muff 
pockets and two large side bellow pockets. . 

Simultaneously, Quartermaster Corps officials said this week that Army nurses 
would be issued a new gray leather glove to replace the gray suede glove. The newly 
designed glove is made of South African capeskin and imported cabretta (cross be- 
tween a sheep and goat) skin. 

The glove has a military appearance, in that it is gauge sewn with an outseam, 
instead of a pique stitching. Lightweight, yet warmer than the present glove, the new 
glove can be rolled into a ball and yet retain its shape, and can be washed, laundered, or 
dry cleaned, Its color will not “crock”—will not fade with normal amount of cleaning 
or washing. 

Meanwhile, it was reported that Quartermaster Corps clothing designers have 
been busy designing a stylish uniform for Army nurses. The new uniform, described 
as a “snappy dress” retains a military motif in that shoulder loops are provided for 
rank insignia. There is a gathered yoke in the back of the uniform, which comes in two 
colors, blue and white. The blue uniform will be cut from seersucker or crepe, and 
will be utilized by nurses while off duty. ‘The white uniform will be made of poplin 
and will be worn while nurses are performing indoor activities. 

Maj. Julia O. Flikke, Superintendent of the Army Nurse Corps, will leave early 
next week to attend board and committee meetings of the American Nursing Associa- 
tion in New York. 


Quartermaster Corps—Two moves designed to aid the Army in its food program 
were announced by Quartermaster Corps oflicials this week. At the same time that the 
appointment of Mr. R. DeBlois Clark, Cleveland, Ohio, restaurant executive and 
former president of the National Restaurant Association as civilian adviser to the 
Quartermaster General was announced, it was revealed that a group of the nation’s 
outstanding home economists will assist in rewriting the Army Cook, the standard 
volume used by mess officers, mess sergeants, and cooks. 

Mr. Clark will assist in organization and coordination of a new educational and 
instructive program planned by the Subsistence Branch of the Quartermaster General, 
which will engage leaders of the restaurant industry to train Army cooks, mess 
sergeants and mess officers. A noted restauranteur, Mr. Clark served as an Army 
mess sergeant during the World War. 

The women food experts, who will assist in the rewriting of the Army cook book 
assembled early this week at Ft. Meade, Md., where they inspected the ultra-modern 
bakers and cooks school conducted there, and made a first-hand study of Army mess 
management conditions.

Secretary Knox Speaks 

Speaking this week at the annual meet- 
ing of the United States Conference of 
Mayors, Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox warned that “an early, conclusive 
showdown with the Japanese Navy” was 
not to be expected. He said that there 
would be other reverses in the war be- 
sides the “severe losses” suffered at Pearl 
Harbor. 

“I would not be frank with you,” the 





Navy Secretary said, “If I led you to be- 
lieve that you could expect favorable, dra- 
matic developments of triumphant Ameri- 
can, full-scale naval engagements in the 
Pacific in the near future. The elements 
of distance, of time, and the necessarily 
wide distribution of our naval forces pre- 
clude what I know you all wish me to 
suggest: early, conclusive showdown with 
the Japanese Navy. But you know that by 
this I do not mean to imply that the Pacif- 
ic Fleet is idle. It is not idle and you will 
hear from it again and again; when and 
where careful strategic considerations 
dictate.” 

“We know who our great enemy is,” 
Secretary Knox declared. “The enemy 





who, before all others, must be defeated 
first. It is not Japan, it not Italy. It is 
Hitler and Hitler’s Nazis, Hitler’s Ger- 
many. It is Hitler we must destroy. That 
done, the whole Axis fabric will collapse. 
The finishing off of Hitler’s satelites will 
be easy by contrast. Japan, like Italy, is 
just the tool of Hitler. Just as Italy was 
employed in an effort to frighten Britain 
into compromise when France fell, so 
Japan became the useful utensil of Hitler, 
who sought, through this use of Japan, to 
divert our productive capacity from 
Britain and Russia, to our own use, and 
thus halt the threat that this aid of ours, 
to those two fighting nations, was to his 
program for a European conquest.”

To meet the rising public and Congres- 
sional demand for a tight organization 
which will assure efficient and speedy 
arms production, the President announced 
another reshuflling of the agencies 
charged with this work. 

Given “final decision” as to the ques- 
tions of procurement and production is 
Donald Nelson, who came from the vice 
presidency of Sears Roebuck and Com- 
pany to Washington during the NRA days 
and rose to be executive director of the 
Supplies priority Allocations Board, This 
body had as chairman Vice President 
Wallace, and it was believed would have 
the final say. However, it now becomes 
necessary to take another step toward the 
centralizing of authority. 

In the new set up, if Mr. Nelson really 
is given the final say, a truly effective or- 
ganization may be developed. On the other 
hand, the way is left open for a heavy 
hand to be placed on his actions, which, 
if employed, will leave production and pro- 
curement just where it is today. 

In response to the recommendations of 
his special committee, the President this 
week appointed a War Labor Board con- 
sisting of twelve members. For the time, 
this will slow down consideration of the 
eventual solution of the labor problem. 
Furthermore, the size of the board will 
mitigate against effective operation. A 
board of three members would be more 
likely to endure, while the delegation of 
authority to one man would come more 
nearly toa solution of this most important 
of problems. 

Price control] legislation remains aloof 
from final solution. The measure now in 
conference holds little possibility of solv- 
ing the problems. The farm price control 
angle, and the violent controversy sur- 
rounding it is only one phase of the poli- 
tical and class angles which entangle the 
whole problem. 





Compulsory Allotment Bill 


Legislation setting up a compulsory al- 
lotment system for members of the 
armed forces was introduced into Con- 
gress this week by Representative Edmis- 
ton, of W. Va., as H. R. 6890. 

Under the bill, every enlisted man hay- 
ing a dependent wife; or, if no wife, a de- 
pendent child, or children; or, if no wife 
or child, a divorced wife who has not re- 
married and is entitled to alimony, is re- 
quired to allot $15 per month of his ac- 
tive duty pay. 

This allotment will be paid to the de- 
pendents, and in addition, the government 
will pay a monthly allowance, as follows: 

a, If there is a dependent wife but no child, 
$15. 
b. If there is a dependent wife and one 
child, $30. 

ce. If there is a dependent wife and two 
children, $40, with & per month for each 
additional child, 

d. If there is no wife but one child, $15. 

e. If there is no wife but two children, $30, 

f. If there is no wife but three children, $40, 
with $5 additional for each additional child. 

wz. If there is a divorced wife who has not 
remarried and to whom alimony has been de- 
creed, $15. 

Men shall not be compelled to allot more 
money to support of dependent illegiti- 
mate children or divorced wives than has 
been decreed by court, and the govern- 
ment allowance shall also not exceed the 
amount, when added to the allotment. 

Mr. Edmiston, a World War veteran, 
stated that he had introduced his bill be- 
cause he knew that the Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps and Coast Guard desired such 
legislation. He stated also that the Vet- 
erans’ Administration had indicated that 
it would be willing to administer such 
an act. 

It will be remembered that the Army 
AND NAvy JOURNAL previously stated that 
the War Department was considering ad- 
vocation of legislation of this type, in 
order to make available for military ser- 
vice many men now exempt because of 
dependents. Similar legislation was in 
effect during the World War. 

Congressmen Edmiston, stated that 
early this coming week he would discuss 
with representatives of veterans and ser- 
vice organizations possible perfecting of 








the wording of his bill and would then 
attempt to obtain hearings by the House 
Military Affairs Committee.

Army Warrant Officers 

The new edition of Army Regulations 
610-5, Warrant Officers, General Provi- 
sions, has been issued by the War De- 
partment to supersede the edition of 
1926 and amending circulars, 

The regulation provides: 

Warrant officers shall be available for as- 
signment with any unit of Army of U, 8.; 
will be appointed at large, not in any arm or 
service, 

Classifications are 
stated in this paper. 

Where practicable “warrant officers’ quar- 
ters” will be established. 

Where practicable separate messing facilli- 
ties will be established for unmarried warrant 
officers; where not practicable they will mess 
with junior officers of the command. 

Warrants of those with less than three 
years’ continuous service as warrant officers 
are probationary. 

The appointments of enlisted men as 
temporary warrant officers (junior 
grade) and the appointment of warrant 
officers as temporary chief warrant offi- 
cers have all been confined to the Hawai- 
ian and Philippine Departments, which 
have authority to make their own tem- 
porary promotions, the War Department 
said this week,

Merchant Marine 

“The supply and utilization of merchant 
tonnage is the heart of our national de- 
fense effort, the program of aid to the 
democracies and the prosecution of war 
by the anti-axis nations,” Rear Adm. 
Emory S. Land, USN-Ret., Maritime Com- 
mission Chairman, wrote Congress last 
week in a report of Maritime Commis- 
sion activities for the year ending 25 Oct., 
1941. 

The Maritime Commission report re- 
vealed that the Army and Navy have ac- 
quired, as of 15 Oct., a total of 132 vessels 
with a gross tonnage slightly in excess of 
a million tons, while an additional mil- 
lion tons of shipping facilities were turned 
over to foreign registry. This notwith- 
standing, the merchant fleet of the United 
States is equal in carrying capacity to 
what it was as of 1 Sept. 1939. 

Admiral Land told Congress that con- 
struction schedules call for the comple- 
tion of more than six million tons of ship- 
ping in 1942, and seven million tons in 


1943—figures which have undoubtedly 
been altered in the light of President 


Roosevelt’s “State of the Union” address, 
when he called for eight million tons of 
shipping in 1942 and ten million tons in 
143. 

The Commission reported that during 
the year 67 vessels of foreign registry 
were acquired by requisition. These ves- 
sels had a gross tonnage of 282,141. 

War Bonus 

The Maritime War Emergency Board 
announced this week that it has estab- 
lished the amount of and conditions un- 
der which wartime bonuses will be paid 
to American seamen. No public announce- 
ment of these decisions will be made al- 
though interested parties have been al- 
ready notified of the Board’s findings. 

The members of the Board, Edward 
Macauley, Maritime Commissioner, John 
R. Steelman, director of the Conciliation 
Service, Department of Labor, and Frank 
P. Graham, president of the University of 
North Carolina, have decided that the 
Board’s decision as to area and bonuses 
would be retroactive to 7 Dee.

1. Finance officers. 

m,. Duty with Selective Service, OPM, NYA, 
CCC, and other Civilian Branches of the gov- 
ernment, 

Retired officers, over retirement age, 
will not be employed on active duty for 
positions directly connected with the ad- 
ministration, training, and supply of the 
military forces. Such positions are de- 
fined as follows: 

a. Duty at General and Branch Depots in a 
theatre of operations. 

b. Duty with the Organized Reserves. 

ec. General and Special Service Schools. 

d. Ports of Embarkation. 

e. War Department General Staff. 

f. Heads of general or special staff sec- 
tions, Corps Area and Department Headquar- 
ters. 

g. Branch Boards. 

h. Duties with the War Department Over- 
head and Corps Area Service Command, which 
involve direct contact with Units of the Army 
in connection with administration, training, 
and supply. 

In order to provide suitable positions 
for active officers over-age for troop duty 
and for officers who will retire at age 60 
and older on 30 June 1942, and thereafter, 
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all retired officers 64 years of age or olde 
now on active duty, will, for the moe 
part, be relieved from such duty by y 
June 1942. 

Retired officers, under retirement ay 
may be recalled to active duty for agsig, 
ment to War Department Overhead ay 
Corps Area Service Commands only, gy. 
ject to the restrictions listed below, 0 
cers of this category will not be assigny 
to units of the field forces. 

All orders recalling retired officers jj 
active duty will be for one year, with e.

Hawalian Department has advised that of 397 
American soldiers wounded in the Japanese 
attack, 55 have fully recovered and have re- 
turned to duty. The condition of most of the 
others is very satisfactory and their early re- 
covery is expected. 

War Dept., No. 57, 18 Jan. 

1, Philippine Theater: In twenty-four hours 
of continuous artillery fighting, American and 
Philippine batteries proved definitely superior 
to those of the Japanese. Columns of enemy 
tanks and other armored units, as well as in- 
fantry concentrations, were shattered and dis- 
persed by our fire, with heavy Japanese 
losses.

War Dept., No. 58, 14 Jan. 

1. Philippine Theater: The enemy yesterday 
made two determined attacks which were in 
the nature of reconnaissances in force. These 
attacks were well supported by artillery and 
aircraft. Both were repulsed by our troops, 
with the Japanese suffering heavy losses. 
American and Philippine casualties were com- 
paratively small. 

Hostile air operations were contined to sup- 
port of ground troops. No attacks were made 
on our fortifications. 

Reports received from Mindanao and Jolo 
indicate that the Japanese are establishing 
advance bases in these islands from which 
to support attacks on Malaya and the Nether 
lands Indies.

How 
ever, it is known that two enemy lighters were 
destroyed, Our planes returned to their base 
undamaged, 

War Dept., No. 59, 14 Jan. 

1. Philippine Theater: The Commanding 
General of the United States Army Forces in 
the Far East has advised the War Department 
of the publication of the following proclama- 
tion in Manila newspapers over the signature 
of the Commanding General! of Japanese Army 
of Occupation in the Philippines: 

“WARNING 

“1. Anyone who inflicts or attempts to in 
flict an injury upon Japanese soldiers or in 
dividuals shall be shot to death, 

“2. If the assailant, or attempted assailant, 
cannot be found, we will hold ten influential 
persons as hostages who live in or about the 
street or municipality where the event has 
happened, 

“3. Officials and influential persons shall 
pass this warning on to your citizens and vil 
lages as soon as possible and should prevent 
these crimes before they happen on your own 
responsibilties. 

“4. The Filipinos should understand our 
real intentions and should work together with 
us to maintain public peace and order in the 
Philippines.” 

In addition, a radio announcement from 
Tokyo was made which stated that the Japa 
nese military authorities in Manila had de 
creed the death penalty for any of a list of acts 
detrimental to the security of the Japanese 
armed forces. The penalty is to be inflicted, 
irrespective of the nationality or race of the 
person responsible. The acts listed in the an 
nouncement included disturbing the peace, 
violation of military orders, espionage, inter 
ference with communications, damage to mili 
tary property, concealment of requisitioned 
goods and circulation of rumors concerning 
the Japanese forces, 

The severity of these official pronounce 
ments is in marked contrast to the terms of 
cajolery used in leaflets dropped by Japanese 
aviators prior toe the occupation of Manila. 
These leaflets promised the Filipinos free 
dom from any oppression and assured them 
of the friendliest of intentions on the part of 
the Japanese. In these leaflets, the natives 
were assured that the Japanese soldiers were 
coming as friends, not as conquerors, and 
would free them from the so-called oppres 
sion of the white race.

Secretary of the Navy Knox said this 
week that he does not favor lifting of 
the ban that prevents ensigns from mar- 
rying until two years after their gradua- 
tion from Annapolis. When asked by 
newsmen about the marriage ban, Col. 
Knox said he was against removing the 
ban for two reasons. 

“First,” he said, “an ensign’s salary is 
su small he can’t support a wife. Second, 
his job is so exhausting for his first two 
years that he shouldn't have to worry 
about supporting a wife on an inadequate 
salary.”

Senator Reveals Defense Wastes 


Disclosing to the Senate the findings 
of the Senate Defense Investigating Com- 
mittee during the past year, Senator Tru- 
man, of Mo., committee chairman, this 
week asserted that there are “all too 
many” inefficiencies and wastes in na- 
tional defense activities. Lashing at the 
War Department, Navy Department, and 
Office of Production Management, Sena- 
tor Truman, in a summary of the com- 
mittee’s full report, told Senate members 
that the Maritime Commission alone has 
done what he described as “a good job.” 

Particularly startling was the assertion 
by Senator Truman that only 25 per cent 
of present plane production “is of com- 
bat types considered to be equal or su- 
perior to the best types produced abroad” 
and “prospects for the future are not too 
good.” He said that procurement agencies 
had failed to utilize the facilities of small 
plane manufacturers, and that more than 
60 companies, capable of producing 2000 
planes a month, have been unable to se- 
cure “any substantial place” in the pro- 
gram. 

Senator Truman’s committee report 
stated further that more than half of the 
total pursuit plane production this year 
will be of a type which Lt. Gen. Henry 
H, Arnold, chief of the Army Air Forces, 
has rated as not better than “a good 
pursuit trainer.” 

Immediately following release of the 
report, Col. John H. Jouett, president of 
the Areonautical Chamber of Commerce, 
denied committee charges and said, “In 
every theatre of the war to date, our 
American designed and built warplanes, 
including pursuits and bombers, have 
shown marked superiority on every oc- 
casion in combat with enemy planes and 
in other actions against enemy forces on 
land and sea.” He said that “official re- 
ports from all fronts almost daily offer 
convincing evidence that our pursuit 
planes as well as our bombers are doing 
a better job than those of the Axis. We 
know that this superiority will continue 
until American aircraft determine our 
victory in this war.” 

Senator Truman told the Senate that 
the OPM had failed adequately to execute 
its duties and traced this failure not “so 
much to the lack of power as to the inepti- 
tude of the officials of the Office of Pro- 
duction Management and their unwilling- 
ness to use the weapon which they had” 
—the weapon of public opinion. 

He said that dollar a year men should 
be paid regular salaries and that they 
should disassociate themselves from the 
large private companies to which they 
were formerly attached as executives. He 
blamed this association for the failure of 
the OPM to spread contracts to as many 
contractors as possible. 

In an analysis of Navy shipbuilding, 
Senator Truman said, “The representa- 
tives of the Tedd Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion testified that Navy ship conversion 
contracts—gave us a profit of $1.80 a 
day on every man we had, and I think we 
had around 85,000. If it hadn’t been for 
taxes we couldn’t have handled our profits 
with a steam shovel.’” 

The War Department was attacked for 
the excessive costs of camp construction 
and the likewise excessive costs of con- 
struction of the Wolf Creek Ordnance 
Plant and the Milan Ordnance Depot. 

Following completion of Senator Tru- 
man’s address, shocked Senators de- 
manded that responsible officials be 
ealled to explain the inefficiencies and 
waste. Some went even as far as to de- 
mand demotions and jail terms for Fed- 
eral officials and suggested criminal 
prosecution of private interests involved 
in the defense scandals.

“Keep Your Pants On” 


The following notice was printed in the 
Recreation Bulletin, Pearl Harbor, last 
week :

Discusses Shoe Requirements 


“Business cannot go along as usual, as 
war is a very unusual business,” Mr. Har- 
old M. Florsheim, former chief of the 
Shoes and Leather Products Section of 
the Division of Purchases of the OPM, 
told representatives of the shoe industry 
at a recent meeting of the National Shoe 
Fair. Mr. Florsheim, in an analysis of 
future military and civilian shoe require- 
ments, said, “It is safe to conclude that 
with the continuation of the war, the re- 
quirements for boots and shoes for our 
services during 1942 will be larger in 
quantity than they have been during 
1941.” 

He said that in addition to supplying 
America’s military shoe needs, the manu- 
facturers must plan to meet increasing 
lend-lease requirements since “it is safe to 
assume that as the war continues and the 
manufacturing plants of our allies become 
more encumbered with the production of 
munitions, the Armies opposing Hitler 
and the Axis powers will ask for foot- 
wear and supplies in increasing quan- 
tities.” 


Maj. Gen. Walter S. Grant 
to Retire 


The War Department announced on 12 
Jan., that Maj. Gen. Walter 8S. Grant will 
be retired from active service on 31 Jan. 
1942, at the statutory age of 64. He has 
been on duty in the Office of the Chief of 
Staff in Washington, PD. C., since last Au- 
gust. Prior to that he commanded the 
Third Corps Area with Headquarters at 
Baltimore, Md. 

General Grant was born in Ithaca, N. Y., on 
24 Jan. 1878. He was graduated from the 
United States Military Academy in 1900, and 
commissioned a second lieutenant of Cavalry. 

General Grant’s early service included a 
tour with the China Relief Expedition, ser- 
vice in the Philippine Islands, and duty in 
several of the mid-western states. During the 
World War General Grant received the tem- 
porary rank of colonel. He served in th Toul 
Sector with the 2nd Division, northwest of 
Chateau-Thierry, with the I Army Corps dur- 
ing the advance to the Vesle, with the Opera- 
tions and Training Division (G-3) of the First 
Army during the St. Mihiel Offensive, and as 
Deputy Chief of Staff of the First Army dur- 
ing the Meuse-Argonne Offensive. 

General Grant, for service as Deputy Chief 
of Staff of the First Army, American Expedi- 
tionary Forces, and later as Chief of Staff of 
the I Army Corps in France, was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal for extra- 
ordinary services, together with the French 
Legion of Honor and the Belgium Order ot 
Leopold. 

After a tour of duty as Commandant of the 
Army War College, General Grant was as- 
signed to command the New Port of Em- 
barkation in Brooklyn, beginning July, 1937, 
and in the following year went to the Philip 
pine Islands where he assumed command of, 
first, the Philippine Division and later the 
Philippine Department. In October, 1940, he 
became Commanding General of the Third 
Corps Area in Baltimore, Maryland, and last 
summer was assigned to his present duty. 

General Grant is an honor graduate of the 
Army School of the Line, and a graduate of 
the Army War College and the Army Staff 
College.

Marine Student Aviators

persons not previously so considered, just 
because similar personnel in the Army ar 
classified as non-flying officers. There 
fore, since aviation students in the 
Marine Corps have not been classified a 
non-flying officers, it is not necessary now 
to so classify them and limit their flight 
pay to $720 a year. 


Navy Enlisted Retirements 

If a Navy enlisted man was advanced 
in rating between the date he would have 
been retired but for the uniform retire 
ment date act of 23 April, 1930, and the 
date he retired under that act, his active 
duty pay upon recall to active duty mut 
be computed as though that advancemett 
had not occurred, the Comptroller Ge&- 
eral has ruled.
